Ambulance Carrying Patient Hits 
Auto; Daughter Present Dur- 


ing Tragedy. 


Mrs. Ella Snyder of 5433 Page boule- 
vVard was shot twice in her apartment 


at 9 o’clock this morning by her hus- 


band, Charles Snyder, 56 years old, from 
whom she was then 
shot and killed himself, the bullet pene- 
trating his heart. 

Mrs. Snyder, who is 47 


was wounded in the left side of the 
abdomen and in the left arm above the 
elbow. She was taken to the city hos- 
pital and is in a serious condition. The 
youngest of the couple's four children, 
Miss Roberta Snyder, 15 years old, lived 
with her mother and was present when 
the shooting occurred. Snyder lived at 
o222 Minerva avenue and was a traveling 
salesman, 

Herbert Heil of 5218 Garfield avenue, 
an employe of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., whose name was found in a 
memorandum book in Snyder's pocket, 
told the police that the couple had been 
separated about a year and had had a 
great deal of domestic trouble. 

The police were unable to get a state- 
ment of the trouble from Mrs. Snyaer 
because of the seriousness of her condi- 
tion. They learned from other residents 
of the apartment that Snyder went te 
his wife’s home, which is on the secon:] 
floor of the Harold - Apartments, 
commenced to fire when she opened the 
door. 

He fired three shots in rapid succes- 
sion, two of them taking effect in s!rs 
Snyder’s body, and then fired a fovrth 
punted into his own body. Mrs. Snyder 
ran through her own apartment and up 
to the third floor before she fell. The 
police found a bottle which had co)t- 
tained acid, which they believe Snvder 
Grained before shooting himself. 

The ambulanée taking Mrs. Snyder to 
the city hospita! collided with an auto- 
mobile at Grand avenue and Pine street, 
but no one was injured. 

Neighbors of Mrs. Snyder said she did 
not associate with other residents of the 
Harold Apartments, and they knea 
nothing of her affairs. The janitor, who 
heard the shots, said a man he thought 
was Snyder had been walking the streets 
in the vicinity of the apartment much of 
the time for several days.

More Than 20,000 Machines to 
Be Built as First Increment 
to Fight Germany. 


Speed in Construction Will Be 
Emphasized, Howard E. 
Coffin Says. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The $640,000,- 
000 airplane bill became a law today with 
President Wilson’s signature. 

This immense appropriation is only 
the beginning of preparations for the 
Campaign intended to overwhelm Ger- 
many from the air. More than 20,000 
pianes are to be built as a first incre- 
ment and there will be many thousands 
of aviators. The first task will be the 
instruction of the vast army of Amer- 
ican fliers. 

Germany, realizing the danger of the 
air campaign, already is feverishly 
building airplanes to fight the coming 
fieets. The element of speed therefore 
is foremost in building the American 
fleet. This feature was emphasized to- 
day in a statement by Howard E. Cof-’ 
fu, chairman of the aircraft production 
board of the Council of Nationa] De- 
fense. 


Promptness Is Essential. 
“The program must be carried out 


with promptness equal! to that displayed 
ty Congress in passing the measure,” he 
saice. “It is a task demanding all the 
initiative and power of American indus- 
try for its consummation and, just for 
that reasof, one to Which the nation will 
respond. All world’s records for indus- 
trial! development of a new are must be 
troken. Whatever crimes may later be 
laid at the door of those who are to 
direct his work, that of inaction or slow- 
ness in accomplishment, must not be one 
of them. We are prepared to go ahead 
at once with the expanded plans which 
the appropriation makes possible. 

“One word pf caution only need be 
raid here. Under ordinary conditions, at 
least a year would be required for the 
industrial preparation which this pro- 
gram demands. Yet, we have noesucn 
length of time in which to perform the 
task now. In spite of our previous ex- 
perience in quantity production of fight- 
ting planes, we must have thousands of 
them for next year’s use to make the 
contribution which the allies expect 
of us.

our industria! effort will show in the 
shape of quantities of finished fighting 
machines. It can be agnounced, how- 
ever, that most gratifying progress on 
this preliminary organization already 
has been made during the last few 
weeks, and if it progresses in the future 
at the stride that has been developed 
there need be no fear as to America’s 
position in the aircraft field by next 
summer. 


Three Training Ficlds Completed. 
“Within a comparatively short time we 


will have enough of the type required 
for training the thousands of men wh») 
will constitute a contribution to the 
winning of the war equal in importance 
to the production of machines. America 
is the last great reservoir of material 
for war pilots as well as for airplanes. 
Already three of the &4 big new train- 
ing fields are completed and instruction 
on therm has begun. Others are being 
rushed to completion. Orders for train- 
ing machines were placed weeks ago 
and shipments of the first output al- 
ready have been made. The output of 
this most necessary type will continue to 
increase rapidly, as we already have 
plants experienced in their manufacture. 

“In considering the size of the appro- 
priation it must be borne in mind that 
less than half of this amount is to be 
expended in the purchase of airplanes 
alone. Personnel, training equipment, ¢ 
overseaS maintenance, spare parts, fly- 
ing stations, armament and scientific ap- 
paratus all are to be provided for and 
are equally as important as the manu- 
facture of the machines. One hundred 
and ten thousand officers and enlisted 
men—an army of the air greater than 
our standing army of a few months ago 
—will be needed. The whole project 1a 
one which appeals to the imagination of 
our people and to the genius of our 
American engineers.”

OUSTS DENMAN 


They Had Been in Controversy 
That Has Held Up War 
Merchant Fleet Plans. 


NAMED 


Edward N. Hurley Becomes 
Chairman of Board and W. L. 
Capps Succeeds Goethals. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—President 
Wilson today asked Chairman Denman 
of the Shipping Board to resign, and 
accepted the resignation of Major-Gen- 
eral Goethals as general manager of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. 

Official announcement of the accept- 
ance of the resignations of Goethals and 
John B. White of Kansas City was 
made with publication of a letter from 
President Wilson to Chairman Denman 
asking for his resignation and giving 
the President's opinion that the only 
wavy to end the row which has delayed 
the shipbuilding program was for both 
iyoethals and Denman to be removet 
from the situation. 

Edward N. Hurley, a Chicago business 
man and former cnairman of the Fed- 
era! Trade Commission, will become 
chairman of the Shipping Board. Wash- 
ington L. Capps, chief constructor of the 
navy, will succeed Gen. Goethals as 
general manager of the emergency fleet 
corporation. 

Bainbridge Colby of New York will 
become a member of the Shipping Board 
in place of Capt. John B. White, whose 
resignation the President accepted today. 

After his resignation had been ac- 
cepted Capt. White said he had advised 
all the other members of the board to 
rerign and give the President a free 
hand for reorganization. 

Hurley and Colby were nominated 
formally later by President Wilson as 
members of the board. 

Denman Resigns at Once. 

Chairman Denman received the Presi- 
dent's request for his resignation at 
noon and tendered it immediately.

Letter to Denman. 

The President’s letteh to Denman fol- 
lows: 

“TIT hope and believe that I am inter- 
preting your best judgment as well as 
my own when I say that our duty ¢on- 
cerning the debate and misunderstand- 
ings that have arisen in connection with 
the shipbuilding program ought to be 
settled without regard to our persona! 
preferences or our persoral feelings all 
together, and with the single purpose of 
doing what will be best to serve the 
public interest. 

‘No decision we can arrive at couid 
eliminate the elements of controversy 
that have crept into almost every ques- 
tion connected with the program; an‘ I! 
am convinced that the on!y wise course 
is to begin afresh—not upon the pro- 
gram, for that is already in large part 
in process of execution—but upon the 
further execution of it. 

“TI have found both you and Gen. 

Goethals ready to serve the public at a 
personal sacrifice. Realizing that the 
only manner in which the way can be 
come completely cleared for harmonious 
and effective action is to carry our ship- 
building plans forward from this point 
through new agencies. Gen. Goethals 
has put his resignation in my hands, 
and I have accepted it in the same spirit 
in which it was tendered—not as decid- 
ing between two men, whom I respect 
and admire, but in order to make insid- 
jous decisicns unnecessary and let the 
work be developed without further dia- 
cussion of what is past. 
‘T am taking the liberty of writing to 
tell you this is the confidence that you 
will be glad to take the same disinter- 
ested and self-forgetting course that 
Gen. Goethals has taken.

He was Chief Constructor of the 
navy and chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, with the 
rank of Rear Admiral from 1903 to 
1907, and was reappointed in 1907. 
He resigned as Chief of the bureau 
in October, 1910, and was given a 
permanent commission as chief con- 
structor, with the rank of Rear 

Admiral, from Oct. 1, 1910. 

Edward N. Hurley was vorn July 
31, 1864, at Galesburg, Ill, and was 
educated in the public schools of 
that city. His first employment 
was as a fireman for the Chicago. 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad. He 
invented the principle of the pneu- 
matic tool, an instrument which 
revolutionized steel construction. 
His discovery found him practica)- 
ly penniless. eH failed to impress 
American financiers with the value 
of his invention, but borrowed 
enough funds to go to London 
While there he interested English 

capital and sold the European rights 
to his invention. He returned to 
Chicago and vopened a factory fo-* 
the manufacture of pneumatic 
tools. Several years later he sold 
his interests to a company formed 
to handle the tools in all parts o/ 
the world. In December, 1915, he 
wa smade chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission, a position 
which he heid ‘:ntil a few months 
ago.

Its exist- 
ence is no secret to the Germans, for 
they are constantly sending over air- 
planes to chart the buoys and mark 
any changes that may have been made 
since their last visit. And changes are 
constantly being made. 


Here and there along the line are se- 
cret openings through which the naval 
pilots may guide legitimate craft on 
their way. but the openings are fre- 
quently altered and not even the air- 
planic eye of the German can tell which 
buoy marks safe passage and which 
marks destruction. If his mine-laying 
submarines wish to enter the channel 
they must take their chances. They 
must cross submerged, for the patrol 
boats are on constant duty, and if they 
escape the submerged traps it can only 
be said that another miracie has hap- 
pened. 

Such miracles seldom happen. Some- 
times twice a week, sometimes oftener, 
explosions are heard at hight from tho 
great barrier, indicating that “some- 
thing” has touched off a group of mines 
Immediately the patrols hurry off in 
the direction of the explosion. What 
they find there is a well-kept secret. 

Last week the Germans tried a new 
plan to break the barrier. They sent 
over three seaplanes with orders to de- 
scend low over the barrier at any risk 
and shoot their machine guns into the 
buoys, thus sinking them and the bar- 
rier with them. But the patrol boats 
were on hand and two of the three sea- 
planes never returned to their German 
home.

They supersede ail 
hitherto published lists and rectify all 
ejrors. The lists have been prepared 
With the greatest care. Printed by the 
tTnOBt expert and trusted men in the Gov- 
ernment printing office, they have been 
proof-read three times. 

In order that each district board may 
be assured of getting a list in the mails, 
two copies are being mailed to each—one 
in one mail and one in another. 
the summoning of the men of the 
first increment before the local boards 
will quickly follow the receipt of the 
official master lists.

PRESIDENT OPPOSES WAR 
EXPENDITURE COMMITTEE 


Writes Congressman Lever it Would Signify 
“Lack of Confidence in Myself” -— Cites 
Lincoln’s Embarrassment in Civil War. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—President 
Wilson has asked Congress to eliminate 
from the food control bill a Senate 
amendment creating a joint committee 
of Senators and Representatives to con- 
fer and advise with executive officials 
on war expenditures. 

In a letter to Chairman Lever of the 
House Agriculture Committee, the Presi- 
dent pointed out in frank terms that 
such a committee would be likely con- 
Stantly to harass those directly respon- 
sible for the conduet of the war. , Re- 
tention of the section, he notified Con- 
gress, he would be compelled to interpret 
as signifying ‘‘a lack of confidence in 
myself.’’ 


The President's letter follows: 

“I am very much obliged to you for 
your thoughtful courtesy in stating tu 
me the circumstances of the present 
action on the food administration bil, 
and I am particularly obliged to you for 
calling my attention to section 23. I 
deem it my duty to express my opinion 
about that section and its effect upon 
the whole administration of the war 
very frankly indeed, since the public in- 
terest manifestly demands that I should 
do so. 


Would Handicap President. 

“Section 23 is not only entirely foreign 
to the subject matter of the food admin- 
istration bill in which it is incorporated 
but would, if enacted into law, render 
my task of conducting the war prac- 
tically impossible. I cannot believe that 
those who proposed this section scruti- 
nized it with care or analyzed the effects 
which its operation would necessarily 
have. The constant supervision of ex- 
ecutive action which it contemplates 
would amount to nothing less than an 
assumption on the part of the legislative 
body of the executive work of the ad- 
ministration. 

‘There is a very ominous precedent in 


| 


our history which shows how such a 8'l- 
pervision would operate. I refer to the 
committee on the conduct of tre wi 
constituted by the Congress during the 
administration of Mr. Lincoln. it was 
the cause of constant and dis‘ressing 
embarrassment and rendered Mr. Lin- 
coln’s task all but impossible. 

“IT am not, I beg you to believe, in any 
way questioning what might be the mo- 
tives or the purpose of the memters of 
such a committee; I am ready tu as-| 
sume that they would wish to co-operate 
in the most patriotic spirit, but co-op- 
eration of this kind is not practicable 
in the circumstances. The responsibili- 
ty rests upon the administration. Thore 
are abundant existing means of investi- 
gation and of the effect of the enforce- 
ment of that responsibility. I sincerely 
hope that upon the reconsideration of 
this matter both houses cf Congress will 
see that my objections rest upon indis- 
putable grounds and that I could only 
interpret the final adoption of Section 
23 as arising from a lack of confhdence 
in myself.’’ 

Owen Offered Amendment. 

The section objected to by the P-esi- 
aent was embodied in an amendment in- 
troduced by Senator Owen, Democrat, 
to take the place of a similar proposal 
by Senator Weeks, Republican. I: was 
adopted by the Senate, 53 to 31, after a 
brief debate. Briefly, it would create a 
committee of five Senators and five Rep- 
resentatives to ascertain just how con- 
tracts were being let and money spent 
in the conduct of the war and to report 
to Congress whenever it so desired. 

The President and the executive de- 
partments, under the provision would 
be compelled ‘‘to Keep said committee 
fully advised 2s to such expenditures 
and contracts’ and the ccinmittee wou'd 
compel attendance of witnesses in such 
inquiries as it chose t> make.

CHARGES MADE OF 
COPPERHEADISN 
NN SENATE DEBATE 


James Bitterly Assails Those 
Who Continually  Criticise 
Those in Charge of War. 


WASHINGTON, July 24—In a bitter 
debate today between Democrats and 
Republicans on Senator Penrose’s reso- 
lution to investigate the Committee on 
Public Information, Penrose declared 
the administration of both War and 
Navy Departments was marked by in- 
decision and inefficiency. He proposed 
early investigation. 

Senator James of Kentucky, Democrat, 
replying, referred to ‘‘copperheadism 
and sniping’’ in the Senate and said 
Penrose was attempting to play “‘peanut 
politics’’ by making baseless charges. 

Wide Range of Discussion, 

The Penrose resolution attacks the 
official account of the fight between 
German submarines and American 
transports on the way to France. From 
that subject the Senate debate branched 
out into a wide range of war topics and 
developed considerable adverse criticism 
of the administration from the Repub- 
licans, culminating in a vigorous speech 
by James, criticising Senators Penrose 
and Lodge. 

“If this spirit of criticism of those 
in charge of the war continues,” said 
James, ‘“‘Amerjica will be crippled art 
home—right in this chamber.” 

Lodge interjected that Congress had 
the right to inquire how war appropria- 
tions were spent. 

‘“‘Does the Senator mean to suggest 
that the President is not spending this 
money properly?’’ demanded James, 
with anger. 

“I never implied any such thing,”’ re- 
turned Lodge, “‘but the President is not 
sacred and we have the right to inquire 
about public expenditures.” 

When James referred to ‘‘copperhead- 
ism,’’ Wadsworth of New York, Repub- 
lican, demanded to know if he used that 
term advisedly and James replied that 
he so used it. 

“Calling names and talking about cop- 
perheads is not going to prevent prope> 
inquiry,"’ said Lodge. 

“And criticism of officials trying to do 
their best,’’ James retorted, ‘‘wil] not 
find favor with the American people.”’ 

Penrose Defends Self. ° 

“I want to deny first and last.”’ Pen- 
rose interjected emphatically, ‘‘that I 
am attacking anybody. But 1 do say 
that in my opinion the administration 
of both the Navy and War Departments 
is marked by indecision and inefficiency 
which will rapidly become, at the pres- 
ent rate, a public scandal, and I propose 
to investigate it at the earliest possible 
moment.”’ 

“‘And you probably have as much basis 
for that statement as you have for your 
resolution,”” James heatedly replied “Is 
that copperheadism? Is that sniping? 
No. Rising to the dignity of neither, it 
is merety Penroseing. Such an attempt 
to make peanut politics as has been 
made by the Senator from Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Penrose, will not affect the public 
in the slightest degree.” 

After two hours’ hot debate no ac- 
tion was taken on Penrose’s resolution 
which proposed an investigation of the 
submarine attack and the Committee 
on Public Information. The resolution 
went to the Senate calendar and to he 
called up again will require a majority 
vote. Many Democrats today indicated 
their opnosition to it.

But I am convinced the organism of the 
State is sufficiently vigorous to be cured 
without a partial amputation.” 

Appeal to the Army. 

The Executive Council of the All-Rus- 
sian Workmen’s and Soldiers’ and Peas- 
ants’ organization has issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 

“Fellow Soldiers! One of our armies 
has wavered; its regiments have fled be- 
fore the enemy. Part of our front has 
been broken. Emperor William’s hordes, 
which have moved forward, are bring- 
ing with them death and destruction. 

“Who is responsible for this humilia- 
tion? The responsibility rests with those 
who have spread discord in the army and 
shaken its discipline, with those who at 
a time of danger disobeyed the military 
commands and wasted time in fruitless 
discussions and disputes. 

‘‘Many of those who left the line ani 
sought safety in running away paid witn 
their lives for having disobeyed orders. 
The enemy’s fire mowed them down. l[f 
this costly lesson has taught you noth- 
ing, then there will be no salvation for 
Russia. 

‘Enough of words! The time has come 
to act without hesitation. We have ac- 
knowledged tne provisional Government. 
With the Government lies the salvation 
of the revolution. We have acknowl- 
edged its unlimited authority and its un- 
limited power. Its commands must be 
law. All those who disobey the com- 
mands of the provisional Government in 
battle will be regarded as traitors. To- 
ward traitors and cowards no mercy 
will be shown. 

Land and Freedom. 

“Fellow soldiers! You want a durable 
peace. You want your ‘and, your free- 
dom. Then you must know that only by 
a stubborn struggle will you win peace 
for Russia and all nations. Yielding 
before the troops of the German Em- 
peror, you lose both your land and your 
freedom.

Both the ministers are members of the 
Duma, representing the Progressive 
party. 

Premier Kerensky has completed the 
Constitution of the new provisional Gov- 
ernment. Like the ministry of his prede- 
cessor, Prince Lvoff, the Cabinet is a 
coalition, but is limited to 10 members. 
Five of the Ministers belong to the So- 
cialist group and five are members of 
non-Socialist parties. The other offices 
of state will be directed not by Minis- 
ters, but by unpolitical directors of de- 
partments who are not members of the 
Cabinet.

An individual, knowing his serial 
number and the number of men reg- 
istered in his ward, may find out 
quickly the order in which he stands 
in his ward by following the process 
just described. 

An example will make clear the 
opening statement in this box, that 
men bearing the same serial number 
in different wards will not necessar- 
ily be called up in the same order. 
Consider Ward 3, the smallest in the 
city, in which 1857 men are regis- 
tered, and Ward 27, in which 4386 
men are registered.

Suit which was filed last February 
on a note for $3480 given to the Pain 
company by the Nation's Birthday As- 
sociation was later dismissed because 
it was found that the association was 
bankrupt and there were no assets 
against which a judgment would le. 
In the present suit the defendants 
named above, members of the Executive 
Committee of the Association, are 
charged with conspiracy. 

The conspiracy, it is alleged, consisted 
in the defendants contracting with Pain 
in the name of the association in order 
to avoid personal liability, using the 
association as “a cloak and sham and 
as a fraud upon plaintiff,” knowing that 
the corporation had no property or se- 
sets and no power to do business.

After a year 
and a half of discussion, in which sev- 
eral public hearings have been held and 
Narious plans considered, the matter is 
still officially before the Streets an! 
Sewers Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen. Chairman Tamme of the com- 
ittee said today that 10 further action 
would be possible until after the board 
reconvened, Sept. 21. 

Director Hooke of the Department of 
Public Utilities satd the omission of the 
loop item from the bond issue list was 
mot of great importance, as the cost 
could be met from current revenue 
when the loop was built. 

At present the only use being made of 
the bridge is for automobile and wagon 
traffic. Until interurban cars run over 
the bridge, the bridge will not be of 
great value to the mercantile interests 
of St. Louis. 

Hiooke said, however, that he did not 
think the loop shotld be built until a 
definite proposal had been made for its 
use oy some street cur company. Up to 
this time, he said, no bona-fide request 
for such use kas been made. The United 
Railways Co, has a gauge wider than 
that of the East Side lines, and this dif- 
ference of gage is an wbstacle to the 
use of downtown streets, now occupied 
by the United Railways, for the loop 
tracks. 

Plans which have been considered are 
(1) for a small loop, with an estimated 
cost of $60,000, extending north only to 
Chestnut street and making use of Sev- 
enth street, from which it is hoped, by 
negotiation, to get the present United 
Railways tracks removed; (2) a larger 
loop, with an estimated cost of $85,000, 
running west to the old city hall prop- 
erty, and making use of Seventh street: 
and (3) a plan of Washington avenue 
merchants for a loop north to Lucas 
avenue. The last-named plan has been 
declared impracticable by city officials, 
because of the present congested condi- 
tion of Lucas av. 

Another plan, which has been sub- 
mitted by C. 8. Butts, engineer of de- 
sign of the public utilities department, 
is for a connection with the McKinley 
line on Eleventh street and with the 
East St. Louis & Suburban in East St. 
Louis, creating a big loop which should 
include the McKinley bridge, Granite 
City and East St. Louis. This would 
require negotiations as to fare with the 
McKinley line, which now charges 10 
cents for the ride to Granite City.

One of Germans’ Biggest Of- 
fensive Movements Since 
Verdun Fails. 


GRAND HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
FRENCH ARMY IN FRANCE, 5Sun- 
day, July 22.—Today the Germans 
made, in great force, their fortieth at- 
tempt since the French captured Cray- 
onne, May 4, to get possession of the 
famous Chemin des Dames. [his effort, 
one of the biggest offensive movements 
since Verdun, failed. 

Four o'clock was striking when a ter- 
rific bombardment opened along the 
front from just west of Cerny to Berry- 
Au-Bac with shells, great and small, and 
gas projectiles. At 5 o’clock the German 
infantry started from their trenches. 
The greatest concentrations advanced 
between Hurtebise and Casemates pla- 
teau and between Casemates and Calli- 
fornie plateau, where it was evidently 
hoped to rush Craonne. The correspond- 


ent was posted where he could observe} 


the entire battle along the crest, which 
stood out in the clear atmosphere, but 
rolling along it and over it were dense 
clouds of black, gray and white smoke 
from tens of thousands of shells. 


It was known tuat the Prussian Guards | 


and several other divisions faced the 
French positions and other fresh troops 
were hurrying across the Ailette Valley 
from the north. French guns did not 
remain long mute, but answered shot 
for shot, and when German reinforce- 
ments approached the French poured a 
hurricane of projectiles directly on them, 
causing heavy losses. 
Machine Guns Meet Germans. 

Rifle and machine gun fire began, 
trench mortars hurled torpedoes ani 
rifle grenadiers opened a barrage fire 
as soon as the Germans began to leave 
their jumping-off parallels. 

German shock units, as usual, led the 
way, followed by waves of ordinary in- 
fantry, who were to occupy and organ- 
ize any ground captured. In the sector 
from Hurtebise to Casemates plateau, 
the attacking forces soon melted to a 
thin line under the withering French 
fire which met them, and those still able 
retreated hurriedly to their own line, 
which meanwhile came under an inferno 
of French shell fire that must have made 
the German trenches untenable. 

In the same period, from Casemates 
to Californie Plateau, other German 
troops were suffering heavily unde. sim- 
ilar conditians. But several times here 
they gained small portions of the 
French front, although nowhere did 
they reach the crest itseif, 

Says Germans Disobeyed. 

Where their line bent nomentarilv the 
French troops organized immediate 
counter attacks and reconquered nearly 
everything temporarily taken fron 
them. A French Captain why fell 
wounded early in the da, and was cap- 
tured by the Germans, was later res°*ued 
Ly his own men when the Germans were 
forced back. He affirmed that German 
soldiers among whom he lay declared 
that several waves of German troops 
were ordered to go over the top, but re- 
fused to venture into the territc fire 
which swept away everything in the 
open.

Given Intensive Bayonet, Gren- 
ade, Mortar and Machine Gun 
Drill Daily. 


GERMANS HUNT FOR THEM 


Several Air Squadrillas Appar- 
ently Engage in the Search 
Driven Off. 


By Associated Press. 

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, July 24.—The American 
troops have begun intensive bayonet, 
hand grenade, trench, mortar and ma- 
chine gun practice, and will devote 
two hours daily to the work. Indi- 
vidual regimental officers have de- 
cided to adopt the French system of 
selecting the most efficient men for 
fighting, the less efficient for camp 
duties, such as cooking and cleaning 
up. Each Corporal will te allowed 
to bid for 15 men to compose his 
squad. Each company’s best mben will 
be thus determined, and those not 
asked for by the noncommissioned of- 
ficers will te relegated to camp du- 
ties. 

Every succeeding day reveals the 
need of skilled interpreters, and a 
hurry call has gone to Paris for 
Frenchmen who know English or 
Americans who know French. 

The officers are feeling the need of 
betterbanking facilities than exist 
here. Matty of them carry accounts 
in American banks, but are running 
short of cash, and cannot get checks 
honored. 

German aerial squadrillas apparent- 
ly have sought to find the American 
troops since their arrival here, but 
without the slightest success to date. 
Counter squadrillas have been so 
watchful and energetic that the Ger- 
mans. have been unable to approach 
the encampment and have  0»been 
broken off each time they crossed the 
French line. 

One of these aerial battles took 
place Sunday evening and another 
yesterday morning. ,Both were at 
points a considerable distance apart 
and far removed from the American 
encampment. They were witnessed 
by chance by American officers, whvu 
were touring ‘1e country in automo- 
biles. Some fifteen planes were en- 
gaged in the first fight and-a dozen 
in the latter. 

Both the battles were conducted 
thousands of feet atove the ground. 
The sky was cloudless and the fight- 
ing was plainly descernible. The 
German airmen were forced to turn 
and make for home without having 
spotted the American camps. 

Airplanes daily pass over the head- 
quarters, generally within a few hun- 
dred feet, but sometimes so high as 
to be invisible, which invariably leads 
to rumors that the German have 
flown over the camp. 

The eye-witness accounts of the 
two aerial battles is the first authen- 
tic proof that the Germans have been 
within 100 miles of the American 
quarters. 


PLAN FOR INSURING SOLDIERS 
TO BE PASSED ON BY PRESIDENT 


Program Includes Allowances for De« 
pendents and Training for Those 
Injured in War. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—Basic funda- 
mentals of the Government's plan for 
insuring men of the army, navy and 
marine corps against death and injury 
are being worked out today by Federal 
officials, assisted by representatives of 
the country’s leading insurance com- 
panies. As goon as necessary detail ca” 
be agreed on, a draft of the plan will 
be submitted to the President for ap- 
proval and will then be sent to Congress 

for legislative consideration. 

The program in its general aspects in- 
cludes Government allowances for fam- 
ilies of men in the service, and the train- 
ing of injured soldiers and sailors to fit 
them to earn a livelihood after the war. 

“The whole proposition,” says a treas- 
ury statement, “is based on the funda- 
mental idea that the Government should 
as a matter of justice and humanity ade. 
quately protect its fighting men on land 
and sea and their dependent families.”’

The price of butter and eggs 
is almost prohibitive. Milk has decreased 
in purity and doubled in cost, while beer 
has had a slight advance in price. Coal 
and coke have correspondingly increased 
in cost. 


Business Is Flourishing. 

Most forms of business in Vienna may 
be described as good, while some are 
flourishing to an extent unknown in 
times of peace. Women’s tailors—for 
which the Austrian capital is famed— 
have difficulty in filling their orders. 
Jewelers, milliners, dealers in works of 
art—in fact, most shops dealing in lux- 
urtes have nothing to complain of. There 
is plenty of money, so much that at 
times it is obtrusive. But persons pur- 
chasing luxuries and fine things belong 
not to the prasperous class of normal 
times, the aristocrats and families of 
leisure, but to a class brought forward 
by the war. They have to do with 
contracts for ammunition, clothing, ma- 
chinery, flying apparatus, or some of 
the thousand and one articles required 
by a nation that has called up six ~:il- 
lion soldiers or more. For this class 
there is apparently nothing too costly.

PARIS, July 4.—The French capacity 
tor emotional reaction toward the United 
States seems inexhaustible. There was 
first the fine flare at the arrival of Gen. 
Pershing, then the overwhelming ava- 
lanche of feeling as expressed in the 
Parisian papers concerning the landing | 
of the troops. The first contingent to 
reach Paris drew more eloquence, but 
there were feeling and fine phasing left 
for the celebration of the Fourth of 
July. Here is what “L’Heure” had to 
Say about the internationa!] celebration 


‘|}of Independence Day: + 


“Everywhere the starry flags. Paris 
has set out to prove her jubilation by 
covering herself with emblems; she com- 
memorates as her own today the fete 
of American Independence. 

“In the rich quarters as in the fau- 
bourgs, in comfortable apartments as 
in the shabby attics, everywhere the 
flags of the great sister nation fly joy- 
cusiv. Automobiles, fiacres, taxis, horse 
carriages and even delivery carts flaunt 
the colors of the United States. Pretty 
midinettes and factory workers, house- 
wives at market and the country mar- 
ket women—all have pinned to their 
corsages the friendly emblem. 

City Awoke to Music. 

‘‘Paris, to celebrate the fete of inde- 
pendence, waked itself up to music. The 
curious crowd Which pressed yesterday 
around the ‘Teddies,’ was not even 
comparable to the hordes which 
swarmed this morning in the streets 
about the hotel of the American general- 
issimo. It was a surging wave of Parl- 
sians—everybody in all Paris went over 
to wake up Pershing for the Fourth of 
July!

celebration. There were even those who 
Clambered out on the eayes, risking the 
hazard of a chute-the-chute for the 
pleasure of saluting ‘le general.’ The 
police had great difficulty tn controlling 
the crowd. ‘The prefect of police esti- 
mated that there were a million Pari- 
sians packed about the hotel and around 
‘the Invalides, and inevitably there were 
jams and confusions. Many women 
fainted. : 

“At last, a little after 8 o’clock, the 
band of the Republican Guard made its 
appearance. Then Gen. Pershing had 
only a few seconds more to sacrifice to 
sweet sleep. Suddenly a fanfare shiv- 
ered the air, the brasses blared and the 
drums rumbled—the ‘reville’ for the 
General was majestically produced. 
Then there sounded the first notes of 
the ‘Banniere Etoilee’ (fort the Frenzth 
will call our emblem the starry flag), 
and the crowd, which first listened, then 
recognized the hymn, shouted, all at 
once, ‘Chapeau, chapeau!’ Those who 
did not instantly uncover their heads 
were brought at once to a reckoning, and 
amid more cries of ‘Chapeau, chapeau, 
their hats were snatched off by indig- 
nant hands. 

‘To the ‘Banniere Etoilee’ there suc- 
ceeded the ‘Marseillaise.’ Gen. Pershing 
has indeed a fine awakening this morn- 
ing. 

Two Generals Arrive, 

‘“"VYive Dubail! vive Dubail!’ It was 
the Military Governor of Paris who ap- 
proached, to give welcome to Genera! 
Pershing, and the crowd saluted him 
with an ovation. This became a de 
lirium when the two Generals left the 
hotel together, to go to the Invalides 
and further ceremony. The band 
played the ‘Chant du Depart,’ though it 
could barely be heard above the storm 
of applause. ‘Vive L’Amerique!’ ‘Vive 
Pershing!’ . 

“On the esplanade of the Invalides 
the crowd jammed itself. And it was 
indeed a spectacle, that of Paris sa- 
iuting with one mind and one heart to 
her new allies. 

‘In the Cuurt of Honor of the In- 
valides there were many trophies taken 
from the Boches; mein steuwerfer, guns 
and aeroplanes. Above all these there 
floated joyously as a defiance to theses 
appointments.of the Kultur of a maraud- 
ing nation, the mingled colors of the two 
nations of liberty. They were a decora- 
tion fitting the ceremony. 

“As for the trophies, they will be aug- 
mented—the “Teddies’ wili bring others, 
one knows that. 

‘While the crowd waited there were 
again the sound of the trumpets ani 
the martial rhythm of the drums. 

“ ‘Here they come, the ‘Teddies!’ Vi- 
vent les Americains! Hourrah!’ For 
with elastic step and easy marching 
gait the ‘Teddies’ made their ap- 
pearance. There was another cry, 
‘Garde a vous’—look out!—and _ there 
were President Poincaré, M. Painlevi 
and ‘Papa Joffre’ who received the 
crowd's salute. Finally here were 
Pershing and Dubail. Then, indeed, 
was there much playing of the ‘Ban- 
niere Etole,’ and of the ‘Marseillaise,’ 
and the shouts from the gigantic press- 
ing crowds were long and frantically 
loud, 

Visit to Lafayette’s Tomb. 

“After the ceremonies at the In- 
valides and after the march through 
the Paris streets the ‘Teddies,’ their 
officers and all the distinguished per- 
sons who celebrated the American fete 
approached the tomb of @afayette. 

“Along the roads were long lines of 
old men, of babies, of muns. In the 
windows were the wounded. In the 
gardens of the*old abbey, filled with 
memories tragic and poignant of the 
Terror, there collected, finally, all the 
American colony. Here, while the 
spirit of the audacious and gallant 
marquis looked down upon the first 
French commemoration of the Ameri- 
can Fourth of July he had given his 
sword and his heart to make memor- 
able, the massed bands played again 
the national anthems and the gallant 
soldiers of the two nations made short 
and moving addresses."’ 

“Gen. Pershing said:

RECRUITING IN REGULAR 


ARMY AIDED BY DRAFT 


One Hundred Per Cent Increase 
at One Station Here Since 
Drawing of Numbers. 


The announcement of the draft num- 
a stimu- 
lant to recruiting for the regular army, 
accerding to Capt. Wallace Craigie, who 
is assisting Maj. George W. Goode in en- 
listments. A tabulation for the last three 
shows an increase of, approxi- 
iutely, 100 per cent, indicating that 
drafted men now realize there are ad- 
vantages to be obtained by joining the 
recular army. 

Capt. Craigie announcéd yesterday was 
a banner day at the recruiting office, 
located on the fourth floor of the old 
custom house, Third and Olive streets, 
as 71 men were accepted, making a total] 
of 119 since draft day. An average day 
previously had been 22 enlistments. 

Recruiting is to be continued for 
the regular army up to the time all 
registrants receive cards from their 
local boards notifying them to re- 
port for examination and to present 
Claims for exemption. 

An advantage that the regular army 
offers at the present time is the right 
of an enlisted man to elect the 
branch of. service he prefers to join. 
He may join thre infantry, field artil- 
lery, cavalry, coast artillery, signal 
corps or aviation service, but once he 
is called for the national army his

ceases. 
Another advantage offered is the 


assurance that the men will see ac- 
tive service quickly. Capt. Craigte 
declares those who join the regulars 
will be sent immediately to inten- 
sive training posts, where they will 
ne rounded into perfect soldiers in 
time to go to France thas fall with 
the second expeditionary force. 

With the national army, the process 
of training is to be much slower, and the 
probabilities are, according to the loca! 
recruiting office, that the national army 
will not be ready to send its men abroad 
until late next spring. 

Drafted men are still eligible for en- 
listment in the navy, according to a 
telegram received today at the St. Louis 
Navy Recruiting Station from the Bu- 
reau of Navigation at Washington. 

The telegram reads: “Voluntary en- 
listment of drafted men may be con- 
tinued until notified by local boards to 
report for — examination.”

Over Report That World’s 
Champions May “Stall.” 
By Robert Edgren

The Leonard-Kilbane fight will be 
held tomorrow night at Shibe Park, 
Philadelphia. This will be the first 


big outdoor fight in Quakertown since 
Bob Fitzsimmons and Jack O’Brien 
stepped into the ring one sunny after- 
noon 13 years ago. There have been 
other ball park battles, but they didn’t 
bring champions together. 


From present indications Shibe 
Park will hold a record breaking 
crowd. Boxes around the ring will 
add thousands to the ordinary seat- 
ing capacity. There are 11,000 $2 
and $1 seats that will not be sold 
until Wednesday—uniless the specula- 
tors get them. The higher priced 
seats are practically all sold now. 
Philadelphia doesn’t pay New York 
prices, but a good fight can pack 
anything from a cellar club to a ball 
park any time. 

Leonard has been busy finishing 
his training at the “gym” of Billy 
Grupp, a former St. Louis fighter, 
instead of down on the Jersey coast, 
as he intended to at first. 

The Philadelphia authorities have 
received the usual “tip’’—circulated 
before every important no-decision 
contest—that the men will stall 
through six rounds. A number of 
police will be stationed near the ring 
to stop the bout; if there is any sign 
of stalling, and force the promoters 
to return the gate money. 

When asked last night about the 
“stalling” story Benny Leonara 
laughed and said:

President Wilson’s expressed opin- 
ion that the continuance of amateur 
and collegiate sports would be bene- 
ficial instead of harmful, during war 
times, has already started a reaction 
against the early view that all sorts 
of games should be discontinued. 


Although Harvard and Princeton have 
already given out that no intercollegiate 
contests of any description would be 
held at either of these institutions, prea- 
sure of se\itiment may force a change 
of attitude. 

While Yale is supposed to be in favor 
of abandonment of _ intercollegiate 
games, it is worthy of attention that 
Walter Camp, the most noted authority 
on college fottball in this country, him- 
self a Yale graduate, has voiced a view 
favoring the continuance of the greatest 
of all college sports. 

Camp to Lawrence Perry, recently 
outlined his ideas in the following terms: 

‘There are three distinct points to be 
taken note of in the consideration of 
whether the important football institu- 
tions will be represented by teams next 
fall.

Safety First. 
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VICIOUS CITY PARTNERSHIPS. 

The defects and dangers of the partnership 
scheme devised by the Conference Committee in 
charge of the United Railways compromise deal, 
which the Post-Dispatch exposed; were recognized 
ét once by Chicago experts who have had experi- 
ence with a less dangerous partnership. 

They see in the directorate composed of repre- 
sentatives of the city and of the company the prac- 
tical certainty of a vast political machine. The 
Post-Dispatch pointed this out, with a warning of 
the vicious consequences to local politics, the 
municipal government and the service of the street 
railways. This machine, as a Chicago railway offi- 
cial suggested, may be used not only to control 
local government, but may reach into the State to 
control the State government, particularly the 
State Public Service Commission. 

Chicago’s partnership extends only to the lion’s 
share of the surplus earnings of the railways, but 
the city finds that this stands in the way of ob- 
taining the kind of railway system and the stand- 
ard of service which the city needs. After 10 
years the city has $21,000,000 which it cannot use 
to advantage. It cannot apply it to service bet- 
terment or'rate reduction. It cannot use it to 
purchase the railways, because the increase of 
securities has so far outstripped the city’s share 
of the surplus that the latter is a drop in the 
bucket. The city has no power to purchase the 
railways. Originally the capitalization upon 
which the company could earn 5 per cent was $50,- 
000,000. The total of securities now, after pro- 
viding bonds for extensions and improvements, 
is $150,000,000. Yet the system is wholly inade- 
quate for the city’s needs and the service is poor. 
The railways have been stripped by the city and 
the company, the capitajization has been in- 
creased vastly, but the city transportation is in 
worse condition than it ever was. 

It is singular that the chief argument of public 
utility officials against municipal ownership is 
the menace of a political machine, and yet the 
hybrid partisanship agreed to by the Kiel admin- 
istration and the city creates the machine with- 
out the advantages of public ownership. 

The second ordinance <-voids the combine di- 
rectorate, but creates the partnership in earnings 
from which Chicago suffers. 

If the capitalization upon which returns are to 
be earned is placed at a fair sum, without any 
franchise value, why should the city prey upon 
the company to the detriment of the service? 

“ What we want is the fixing of a fair earning 


value. The surplus, after the needs of the busi- 
ness have been provided for should be applied to 
extensions, improvements, service, betterments 
and reduction of fares. Let the people get the 
benefits direct. 

The city should retain all of its taxing and reg- 
ulating powers, not for the purpose of burdening 
a sound working corporation, but for the purpose 
of enforcing good behavior and good service. 
The, city should retain its independent powers 
under the city charter and the laws of the State. 

On these terms the compiny should be assured 
stability and security in the exercise of its func- 
tigns as < public utility giving adequate service 
for its earnings. WN ~- stock-job.ing should be tol- 
erated. 
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NOT THE VOICE OF BELLEVILLE. 

Mayor Duvall of Belleville proved himself both 
wise and patriotic when he declared that a Belle- 
ville paper’s indefensible comment upon the se- 
lective draft did not represent the sentiments of 
the majority of Belleville people. 

What to most Americans was a solemn ‘occa- 
sion when men were to be chosen for the ex- 
alted purpose of securing to the whole world the 
sublime ideals which have made our own coun- 
try great, was to the Belleville editor a “Black 
Friday,” on which a “human lottery which means 
death to an untold number,” was to ‘‘tear not 
less than 650,000 American men from their homes, 
families and kin, and send them to fight on for- 
eign soil.” 

There are two kinds of disloyalty. One is 
frank, plain proud and above-board, and stands 
for what it professes to be, accepting the conse- 
quences fearlessly. The other hides behind in- 
nuendo and evasions calculated to keep within the 
letter of the law while their effect is to undermine 
the law and sap its strength.

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ORGANIZE THE HOME GUARD. 

Every St. Louis business man who has been 
invited to attend the conference at the Mayor’s 
office on Wednesday of this week to assist in plan- 
ning for a regiment of home guards owes it to 
his city and to himself to let nothing keep him 
away. It is a matter that vitally concerns the 
safety and peace of St. Louis in the coming months 
of war. 

In a few weeks there will be practically no mili- 
tary force in the city capable of preserving order 
in the event of a serious riot or insurrection. The 
entire state will be denuded of troops because the 
national guard will be in training camps preparing 
for war duty. To take their place Gov. Gardner 
and the State Council of Defense have suggested 
the formation of an adequate body of home guards. 
A voluntary committee of which Richard S. Hawes 
is chairman, is undertaking to provide for the 
St. Louis quota. 

The new organization will be made up of men 
who are too old or too young or otherwise dis- 
qualified for armed national service. Its mem- 
bers will not be called away from their homes and 
business. They will have competent officers and 
they will be adequately trained for any possible 
emergency. The very structure of such a force 
is in harmony with the oldest American customs 
which have depended upon citizensoldiers for 
home protection. 

It seems almost a waste of words to speak of the 
necessity for such an arrangement. Recent pain- 
ful incidents at our.very doors have shown the 
folly of relying for safety in crises upon the ordi- 
nary peace officers. However adequate it may be 
for ordinary needs, no police force is adequate for 
the protecfion of lives and property when the 
mob-spirit becomes rampant in a community. 

Details of the proposed plan will be placed be- 
fore those who attend Wednesday’s conference. 
Suggestions will be sought from them and, a plan 
of action having been agreed upon, they will be 
asked to lend their indispensable co-operation. 
They will have a splendid opportunity for help- 
ful, constructive public service. What is to be 
done should be done quickly.

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KERENSEKY AND NAPOLEON. 

Frequent references to Kerensky as the new 
Napoleon may be premature, but there is at least 
one striking parallel between the situation he is 
trying to adjust and that which the Corsican 
faced upon his return from Egypt. 

Having left refreshed and victorious armies at 
home when he set out upon his great African ad- 
venture, Bonaparte came back to find them in 
disorder, disheartened, opposed by overwhelming 
odds on every front. The futile, incompetent, dis- 
united Directory had succeeded in making an 
incredible botch of everything he had once rem- 
edied. The people were discontented, chaos was 
everywhere. 

Through a coup d'etat Napoleon became dic- 
tator. Seizing the reins of government with im- 
perious hands, he restored order. The very magic 
of his presence encouraged his armies and once 
more they proved irresistible. Nothing in all his 
career was more striking than the manner in 
which he electrified and revivified his country— 
at that gloomy hour. 

Dictator Kerensky’s chance today is as great— 
perhaps far greater—as that which fell to the 
First Cogsul. The world, catching the signifi- 
eance of the moment, is keyed to a pitch of ex- 
citement, wondering whether it is about to watch 
the path of a new and brilliant meteor or is only 
to observe the flight of a skyrocket. 

There is a popular belief that the great man 
is always at hand when the great opportunity 
comes. That belief is about to be tested, for the 
opportunity undoubtedly is here.

To understand the attitude of the Finn it is nec- 
essary to note that he is a’ stranger surrounded by 
strangers.

In the Old Days 


“S° LOUIS was 80 far that al- 
though my father went there 
every year, the family coutd 
only go ‘out on the alternate years whe": 
Congress adjourned in March,’ explains 
Jessie Benton Fremont, in her autobi- 
ography, telling of the trip when Senator 
Benton took his family with him. 

“It was a matter of two weeks’ time 
and many other cor:isiderations; the 
stage of water in the Upper Ohio being 
@ deciding one. 

“My father would see that we har 
one of the best reserved coaches, while 
the heavy baggage was sent on ahead. 
Our coach would be packed at our door 
in Washington, with such things as 
ehildren might need for a week; for we 
only traveled from after breakfast until 
late afternoon. The coach was not 
changed, but we had fresh horses every 
ten miles, as the mail stage had. It was 
Mest conifortable, delightful ‘‘postinc.’ 
My father, who ioved horses, woulc 
often drive, and usually sat outside: and 
if we were very good we earned the 
privilege of sitting with the driver and 
seeing the four cager horses dash away 
as the black stableman sprang back 
when they loosed their heads and 
choered them off. 

“Once on the Ohio the ‘Belle Riviere,’ 
a foreign atmosphere began to be felt. 
Life seemed easier and more gay al- 
ready ,than in the strictly English at- 


mosphere of Virginia, which aiso gov- 


erned in Washington. Language. 
customs, prejudices, cookery—all was as 
French here,as the other was English 

“St. Louls Was on the border of an 
immense and almost unexplored Indian 
country. The caravans of merchandise 
going through it to Santa Fe ran ail the 
risks you <cver heard of among Bedotins 
on the desert. * * * Jefferson Bar- 
racks, below St. Louis, was a large and 
important military post, which was kept 
busy enouzh. 

“This had so lately been a French 
Possessions that ite chief people were

The army off- 
cere in wservice-worn uniforms Were 
everywhere in the streets, and the 
French women wore, as in France,

k's Quarters, one would have

were going quietly but alertly in and 
out of warehouses, and council-yard 
and fur trading houses.’’ 

“The houses were built in the Creole 
way; a courtyard surrounded by a four- 
sided house with broad galleries all 
around, which sat peacefully in the 
midst of trees and gardens and or- 
chards on the gentle slope looking to 
the wide, muddy torrent of the Missis- 
sippi and the flat green plain beyond of 
‘the Illinois.” There was only one main 
street—very village-like and not over 
a mile long. The Bishop’s house and 
the cathedral were on a handsome scale, 
but bordered by little alleys of roughly 
paved short streets. From these, by a 
garden gate in a high wall, you could 
go into a great garden which was part 
lawn and part orchard, and well off 
from the street would be the large, quiet 
house with polished, inlaid floors and old 
mahogany furniture. They, lived in a 
most comfortable and unceremonious 
manner among themselves and were 
friendly and hospitable to those they 
felt to be friends, but apart from the 
chosen few, had open antipathy to ‘dose 
American.’

HE allies are waging war today

‘Karl Wilhelm Wrote ‘Die 
Wacht Am Rhein.’

Weaving Art Taken to Town by 
Persons Fleeing From Re- 
ligious Persecution. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—Krefeld, 
he city of Prussia from which comes 
the news of the death of Lieut. Schae- 
fer, one of Germany's star aviators, 
who had been credited with the de- 
struction of 30 airplanes belonging 
to the allies, is the subject of a@ bul- 
letin issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Society, which says: 

“Krefeld, the great silk and velvet 
manufacturing center of Rhenish 
Prussia, from which America and 
England annually received $5,000,000 
worth of these fabrics before the 
war, Was one of the most progressive 
of modern German municipalities. Its 
population at the outbreak of the war 
Was 130,000, having increased four- 
fold during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century. 

“Unlike most cities dating from 
medieval times (the first mention of 
it occurs in the annals of the 12th 
Krefld was always an open 
town. The four great boulevards 
which enclose it form a great rect- 
angle instead of a circle, such as the 
boulevards which have replaced the 
fortifications of walled cities. 

Owns Harbor of Linn. 

“The city is situated three miles 
from the Rhine, on the left bank, and 
is 34 miles northeast of Cologne and 
15 miles northwest of Dusseldorf. Its 
Water commerce passes through the 
Jarge harbor of Linn, which it owns. 

“The prosperity of Krefeld is at- 
tributed to the fact that it offered 
@n asylum to Protestants and Men- 
nonites in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, these peoples fleeing from re- 
ligious persecution, brought with 
them the art of velvet, linen and silk 
weaving, the last named being intro- 
duced from Holland in the 18th cen- 
tury. Now, or at least in the pros- 
perous times just before the outbreak 
of the war, there were more than 
20,000 looms in operation in the city, 
producing fabrics valued at $20,000- 
000 annually. 

“Other industrial activities of the 
community included the manufacture of 
cellulose, “chemicals, leather, dyes, car- 
pets, cravats, cotton goods and machin- 
ery. The Krefeld technical school for 
the study of the textile industry is 
‘world famous and in times of peace en- 
rolls students from many countries. 

"Three miles to the south of the city 
ig the Gradbach road, a memorial of 
the battle of Krefeld, in which Fred- 
erick the Great's general, the Duke of 
Brunswick, defeated the French dur- 
img the seven years’ war. 

“From a sentimental standpoint Kre.- 


feld derives its chief importance to the. 


people of Germany from the fact that 
it was here that Karl Wilhelm, com- 
poser of the national air, “Die Wacht 
Am Rhein,” was living at the time 
that he gave that music to Prussia. 
Wilhelm was born at Schmalkaidan in 
815; but for % years (1840 to 1865) he 
Was a music teacher and director at 
Krefeld, where a monument has been 
erected to his memory.”

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Individual | Hygiene Is 
Vital to a Man in Army 
Thirteenth Chapter A Soldier s Guide 


By JAMES M. HUTCHINSO?: 
Lieutenant Colese!l of the Seventy- 
Firet New York Infantry. 
CHAPTER XIII. 

The soldier finds that military values 
seldom correspond to civilian values. He 
has to revalue each element tn the worid 
he lives in as he progresses from recruit 
to trained military man. 

The civilian must watch his health 
because a cold is uncomfortable, because 
it is disagreeable to have the aches and 
pains of the grip. 

The soldier must watch his health 
because he is the most useful cog in 
his country’s military machine, and if 
he drops out of line in battle, or cannot 
march against the foe, he takes just 
so much strength away from his coun- 
try's defenge. 

His health belongs to his country, as 
does his courage, and he ceases soon 
after beginning training to look upon 
health risks as things he may lightly 
take. 

The Government takes note of the ur- 
gent necessity to man its fighting lines 
with dependable men. It takes note of 
this need when it calls to the colors oniy 
ablebodied men and provides an elabor- 
ate medical examination to see that only 
ablebodied men are admitted to the 
service. 

The strictness of the Government's 
initial watchfulness is suggested by the 
fact that acceptances for the army are 
only about 2% per cent of the total num- 
ber of applications. The 75 per cent who 
are turned off are those on whom the 
Government would not care to risk its 
fortunes at some critical juncture where 
the man power of the nation might de- 
cide its fate. The organized army rep- 
resents, to put the cage in another way, 
the survival of the fittest from a military 
standpoint. . 

The newly enrolled soldier is not likely 
to grasp at once the completeness with 
which service has been mapped out for 
every emergency that can arise. When 
he feels a pain in his back he may fly 
into a panic because he wants to reach 
for mother’s medicine chest or telephone 
for the family doctor. 

But somewhere in the regimental or- 
ganization to which the soldier has been 
assigned is an officer charged with 
watching after sprained backs, just as 
another officer watches after the food 
and another after the ammunition sup- 
ply. 

Help Ig Wittin Call. 

The soldier has always at call the 
resources of the regimental infirmary. 
Behind the regimental infirmary, which 
is set up wherever the regiment may 
make camp, are the resources of the 
field hospital, four of which units go 
to each divisional camp. 

And behind the résources of the field 
hospital, a mobile institution capable of 
being moved with the most rapidiy 
fiying battle line, are the resources of 
the base hospital, with which a con- 
Stant line of communication is kept 
open. 

The soldier with a pain in the back 
therefore receives instant attention on 
making his trouble known. The sur- 
geon, if he finds a temperature or a 
serious complication, forwards the sol- 
dier speedily to the field hospital, which 
may in turn forward him to the base 
hospital. From the minute he reports 
that he is tl the line officera in charge 
of military discipline and military ac- 
tivities charge him off the roll call of 
effectives. 

An officer of the line is trained to 
consider that keeping his men in their 
original health, strength and vigor ig 
a most essential duty, so that he will 
take no risks of iosing men to the sick 
list that can be avoided. 

Practically all military hygigne is 
concentrated in the doctrine of cleanii- 
ness—cleanliness in person, in surround- 
ings, in food. 

A company of trained soldiers moved 
into a Mexican ranch house that had 
been deberted. The things they did 
would have s led any civilian unac- 
customed to the care of health insisted 
on in the army. 

How Trained Men Perform. 

First of all, they made a pile of all 
the tin cans on the premises. They not 
only burned them to get rid of the 
wrappers, but they flattened out each 
tin can and then buried them. They 
knew as second nature that tin cans 
after a rain bred mosquitoes, and mos- 
quitoes, if they should bite men suf- 
fering from yellow fever or malaria, 
would spread these diseases throughout 
camp by biting other persons and 
spreading the diseases along. 

These trained soldiers made a fire as 
carefully after cooking dinner as before 
—a fire in which to burn up every scrap 
of refuse. 

They knew that flies feeding on rancid 
refuse would then attempt to feed in 
their dinner plates, and so introduce a 
possible source of typhoid fever into 
camp. 

No refuse was allowed to accumulate 
anywhere in camp to which flies could 
gain access, either in the horse stables 
or about the latrines or at the dumps, 
which were burned over each day with 
kerosene. 

These. soldiers were thus winning, by 
the most modern sanitary methods, the 
right to live through experiences that 
in the past have devastated army. divi- 
sions. 

A Sergeant demonstrated the spirit of 
army hygiene when he found himself 
with very limited refrigerating facili- 
ties. He hid away certain coaked food 
and left exposed temporarily to the flies 
certain uncooked food. He knew that 
in cooking he would have « chance to 
Gestroy any germs that might be carried 
br the flies to the uncooked portions. 

Gare es te Senitation. 

The individua! soldier encounters the 
Breat sanitary system built up for hig 
protection when he is vaccinated, inocy- 
lated, and handed safety pins for his 


- ‘Gret ald bandage that are sterilized and 
inelosed in a metal case. 


But with all these precautions the 
army still relies on the individual sol- 
dier to see that he keeps dust out of his 


food, keeps flies out of his company 
~ ‘Kitchen and affords no place for mos- 


quitoes and flies to come into contact 


Twith refuse or filth. 


Besides caring for his eating tacil. 
ities, the soldier must watch always: 
the water he drinks. Unboiled water 
is always a possibi<c source of pcison. 

In coming into an unfamiliar terr- 
tory the soldier must learn how to. tell 
pure, reliable water from contaminat:4d 
water. He must first examine it 10 see 
whether it is tasteless, colorless, and 
odorless. , 


If the water is running in a prook 
he must look to its source—observing 
whether it flows freely over rocys or 
stagnates in pools. 

If he cannot assure himself that the 
water is pure and free from cortami- 
nation he should always boil it before 
Grinking. There is no use trying to 
argue with a typhoid germ. Soldiers, 
knowing this fact, have ceased trying 
it. 


Care of Feet Vital. 


The great Am*rican foot, is has been 
found in practice, gives out before the 
American health or the American ston- 
ach. Bad shoe shapes, aid the genera! 
abandoment of walking for exercise 
put a big burden on the soldier's font 
when he is called upon to march wiih 
pack for a great distance. The soldicr, 
therefore, at night after each day’s 
march attends to every callous and 
every abrasion. He knows that the 
small crack or core, soon becoines a 
serious infirmity unless given speedy 
attention. 


The soldier who watches his fooo,, his 
drink, his feet—and his recreation when 
off duty—is pretty certain to keep hirn- 
self on duty annd off the sick report.

Teamsters Apparently Fell Into 
. Abandoned, Gas-Filled Hole 
Under Stable.

3) and s years old, respectively, were 
found dead at the bottum of an aban- 
doned cistern beneath a stable at 151% 
Bacon street at 6:30 this morning Dy a 
policeinan who was called by\ persons 
living near there. Sewer gas wis very 
strong in the old cistern, avhich had no 
water in it, and the gas is believed to 
have caused the death of the men after 
they had accidentally fallen in. The 
persons who called the policeman 4%:s- 
pected something was wrong in the sta- 
ble. | 

The men were teamsters and !ived at 
17088 Bacon street with their aunt, Mrs 
Matilda Hoffman, They kept. their 
horses in the stable at 1513 Bacon street 
and usually left home each morning 
about 5 o’clock to feed and take out 
their teams. 

The cistern is 18 feet deep and there 
is foul mire in the bottom of it. The gas 
was so strong in it that firemen who 
were called by the policeman cou!i not 
enter. 

A rope tied around the body of Joseph, 
the younger of the brothers, the other 
end lying on the floor of the stabie, lea 
the police to believe that he had fallen 
in first and that Louis attempted to res- 
cue him with the rope. There was 
nothing to indicate how Louis might 
have fallen in, except that in working 
over the cistern opening from which the 
foul gas was exuding he might have 
been overcome. 

The police think Joseph was plunged 
into the cistern by stepping on the end 
of a board thrown loosely over the 
opening but not extending entirely 
His body was drawn up vy 
policeman with the rope alread) at- 
tached to it. The body of Louis was 
taken out by firemen who looped a rope 
around it.
